AND NOW SOME HISTORY: 
HOW PUNNICHY GOT ITS NAME 


In the early days Mr. Wolfe A. Heubach 
was a young man who operated a country 
Store about seven miles north of the 
present site of Punnichy. He was young 
and, as yet had no whiskers and the 
Indians thought he looked like a young 
bird before it gets its feathers. The 
Cree Indian word for fledgling is 
'punnichy'. It was Mr. Heubach's 
Indian nick-name. 


HOW TOUCHWOOD GOT ITS NAME 
(Extract from "Between the Touchwoods"') 


"Before the days of matches the Indians 
struck stones together to make sparks. 
When the trees in these hills died, the 
wood, after a time became light and 
pithy. Just a 'touch' with a spark or 
flame started it to burn. Thus it got 
the name of 'touchwood', as did the 
rolling hills around. An Indian lady 
tells us that her people used to come 
from File Hills to this area to get 
"touchwood' to start their fires." 
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HUDSON'S BAY COMPANY POSTS 

Historical Research Notes-Oct. 10, 1933 
TOUCHWOOD HILLS POST 

This post is first referred to in the 
minutes of council of the Northern 

Dept. of the Hudson's Bay Territories 

in 1849, from which it may be inferred 
that this is the year of its establish- 
ment. Capt. John Palliser mentions 
arriving at this Post on Oct. 15, 1857. 
after a journey from Carlton of about 146 
miles. Referring to the Touchwood Hills 
or "Montagnes de Tondre." Palliser says 
that they"consist of easy undulating 
hills in height under 400 feet, well 
wooded, however, and containing varying 
sized lakes> etc., etc.) 


The Indian Agency, telegraph and post 
office were at Kutawa, a small settle- 
ment about six miles west. St. George's 
Anglican Church, a Mounted Police 
barracks and a small school were also 
located at Kutawa. "THE SECOND POST 
was located on the Gordon Reserve and 
operated from 1861-1866. It was known 
as Little Touchwood Hills Hudson's Bay 
Fur Trade Post. It was destroyed by 
fire and was rebuilt. Etc." 


"In 1867 'Little Touchwood Hills' Post 
was in turn abondoned and a third Post 
built, about 50 miles N. W. of Fort 
Qu'Appelle. This 'Touchwood Hills 
House H.B.C. Fur Post remained in 
operation for almost 42 years. 


DAILY ROUTINE at all Hudson's Bay Co. 
Fur Posts was well-ordered, well- 
disciplined and all activities conducted 
in a dignified courteous manner. The 

H. B. C. flag was raised at sunrise 

and lowered at sunset.

This takes the joy out of collecting when the market 
is saturated with a prolification of Wood that has no meaning. If 
you have any thoughts on the matter, write to the editor Garry 
Braunwarth and he will publish them in Timber Talk or you can 
write to me.
